LOSS OF THE ‘SEEWO.’. 

Wo regret to have ‘to announce the loss 
of another coasting vessel, A t:ogram was 
received this morning from Shanghai stating 
that the British steamor Seewo, belonging 
to the Indo-China Steam Navigation Co., a 
vessel of 1059 tons, had subk in deep water, 
off the Shang Rock, tho most northern rock 
of the Taichow Group of Inlands, about 
70 miles North of Wenchow and about th 
same distance South of Ningpo. We ha 
not Joarned whether there has been any los 
“of lifé.or.not, “he Seeuo was in commend 
‘of Captain Hankinson, and we presume’ was 
bound South when the accident occurred. 
It ix most likely’ that she struck the rock 
during s fog, and then backed off inte deop

‘Tho Seewo' is an iron screw steamer of 
1059'tons registered tonnage; 242 feet long, 
81 fest broad and 17 feet’ 3 inches ‘deep,
